On 3-30-54, New York Agents requested that Bernstein call at 
NYO for interview. He stated he was available for interview but it would 
have to be conducted at his office where he would have his secretary 
present to record the interview and " where his own facilities would be 
available to him.” In latter connection , our investigation had revealed 
that Bernstein's office is equipped with all types of technical equipment 
He claims to be an expert on wire tapping, microphone surveillances, and 
similar techniques; therefore, Bernstein was not interviewed. On 6-8-54 , 
Assistant Attorney General Warren Olney III was advised of this fact and 
was advised that no further efforts would be made to interview him in 
view of the apparent use of technical equipment to record conversations 
in Bernstein's law office.
